I love 
everything 'Christmas’, not least, 
the opportunity for lots of festive 
knitting. Now, I hate to break it 
to you, but if you are planning on 
gifting knitted items to your nearest 
and dearest this Christmas, then 
you should have all of this planned 
by now. It should be a 
work in progress.

Assuming your 
Christmas gift 
knitting Is well on 
the way, here are a 
few festive project 
ideas for decorating 
your home. 

T ree Decoration 

Every year I look forward to 
rediscovering my knitted Christmas 
baubles from Arne and Carlos’s 
'55 Christmas Balls to Knit". I really 
should make a habit of knitting 
a new one every year - perhaps 
I’ll even try designing my own. A 
knitted bauble makes a lovely gift 
for the host or hostess of your 
Christmas lunch. Alternatively, 
there are a number of patterns on 
Ravelry for miniature Christmas 
sweaters - you could use Swiss 
darning to personalise them 
with your own motif and wire to 
construct a miniature hanger. If 
that sounds a bit too fiddly for you, 
consider making pompoms with 
yarn scraps. Thread them onto 



some twine or string and you’ve got 
a lovely garland. This is a really nice 
Christmas craft to do with children. 

Not Just Knitting 

If you fancy extending your yarn 
craft repertoire, there are some 
wonderful tutorials online for 

needle felted Christmas 
tree ornaments, Robins 
and gingerbread 
characters look 
particularly cute. 
Perhaps consider 
dabbling in crochet 
to make snowflakes. 
These can be stiffened 
with glue and hung on your tree 
or made into a garland - they look 
extremely effective. 

Around the Home 

Secretly, I am a big fan of 
traditional Christmas sweaters - the 
cheesier the better. The trouble is 
they look awful on me! All Is not lost 
though, old Christmas sweaters can 
be upcycled in a number of ways. 

I rather like the idea of showcasing 
particularly nice patterned areas 
by cutting them out and mounting 
them In embroidery hoops. If you 
are looking for a more traditional 
project then knitted Christmas 
stockings are a fun way to practice 
sock construction and Fair Isle/ 
stranded knitting at the same time.

NOTE: Front has fewer stitches 
than Back to make up for lace 
pattern tension being different 
from stocking stitch tension - 
check Front is not wider than 
Back as you progress 
Using 4,5mm (80cm) circular 
needle, cast on 166 (186, 210, 230) 
sts, join in the rnd taking care not 
to twist sts, pm for beg of rnd 

□ Rnd 1: p81 (91, 103, 113), pm, p85 
(95,107,117) 

I Rnd 2: k to end 
L Rnd 3: p to end 

□ Rep Rnds 2-3 seven times more 

□ Next rnd: k25 (30, 31, 36), pm, 
work Row 1 of Chart 3 (3, 4, 4) 
times, kl, pm, k25 (30, 31, 36), sm, 
k27 (32, 33. 38), pm, k31 (31, 41, 41), 
pm, k27 (32, 33, 38) to end 

Rnd 2: kto end 



knit 



Simple short rom ! 

This sweater uses German short 
rows to shape the shoulders 
of the garment. This creates a 
more gradual curve compared 
to classic step shoulders. Here’s 
how you do it: 

Step 1: work to turning point, 
then turn your work 

Step 2: with the working yarn 
at the front, slip the stitch from 
the LH needle pwise to the 
RH needle 

Step 3: pull the working yarn to 
the back of the work over the 
top of the RH needle - this will 
distort the stitch and make it 
look like there are two stitches. 

You can now carry on as 
instructed. If you are purling 
the next stitch, don’t forget to 
bring the yarn back to the front 
of the work. When you come 
to working a short-row stitch, 
simply knit or purl the two 
loops together. 



I Rnd 3: kto marker, sm. work 
Row 3 of Chart 3 (3, 4, 4) times, kl, 
sm, k to side marker, sm, k to end 

□ Rnd 4: kto end 

SHAPE WAIST 

□ Next rnd: k to two sts before 
marker, k2tog, sm, work Row 5 of 
Chart 3 (3, 4, 4) times, kl, sm, ssk, 
k to side marker, sm, k to two sts 
before marker, k2tog, sm, k31 (31, 
41, 41), sm, ssk, k to end. 162 (182, 
206, 226) sts 

□ Work five rnds in patt 

I Rep last six Rnds four times 
more. 146(166, 190, 210) sts 

□ Work eight rnds in patt 

□ Next Rnd: k to marker, ml, sm, 
work next row of Chart 3 (3, 4, 4) 
times, kl, sm, ml, k to side marker, 
sm, k to marker, ml, sm, k31 (31, 41 
41), sm, ml, k to end. 150 (170, 194, 
214) sts 

! . Work seven rnds in patt 
I ^ Rep last eight Rnds four times 
more. 166 [186, 210, 230) sts 

□ Cont in patt until Body meas 
37.5 (38, 38, 39)cm, ending after an 
even-numbered rnd 

Place 81 (91, 103, 113) sts on holder 
for Front 

NOTE: Markers can be 
removed from Back and sides; 
leave in place two markers 
either side of lace patt on Front 



NOTE; Front and Back are 
now worked in rows separately 
to shoulders - make sure 
tension remains same on both 

Rejoin yarn to rem 85 
(95, 107, 117) sts 

SHAPE ARMHOLES 

■ Cast off 4 (5, 6, 7) sts at beg of 
next two rows. 77 (85, 95, 103) sts 
Next row (RS) : k2, ssk, k to 
last four sts, k2tog, k2. 75 (83, 

93, 101) sts 

□ Next row (WS): p2, p2tog, p to

How to knit an i -cord 

This simple technique for creati^ 
chunky cord is used in three of 
Christmas home projects, includt! 
this one ! Here’s how you do it 

□ Start with a small number of 
stitches on a double-pointed neHile 
(your pattern will tell you how 
many). Knit these stitches but do not 
turn the work at the end of the row 

□ Slide the stitches to the other 
end of the needle and take the yarn 
across the back of the work. Knit the 
row.

CORRECTING MISTAKES

DROPPED STITCHES 



In the middle of a row 

This is one of the most common mistakes; 
even experienced knitters have been known to 
accidentally slip a stitch off the needle and watch 
with a sigh as it drops several rows. There’s no 
need to panic though, all you need is a crochet 
hook. Here's how you pick up a dropped stitch on 
a stocking stitch fabric; 

Step i: with the right side of the work facing you. 
insert the crochet hook through the topmost 
knitted stitch from front to back 




Step 2: hook the next horizontal strand and pull 
it back through the stitch. 




Repeat Step 2 until you have picked up all the 
dropped stitches 



For other stitch patterns, you may need to 
alternate between inserting the hook into the 
stitch from the front, or inserting it from the back, 
but the principle is still the same. 



Sometimes you will spot a twisted stitch, a 
misplaced knit or purl stitch or even a hole 
lower down in your work, but the rest of 
the knitting is fine. This can be corrected by 
deliberately dropping the stitches in this 
vertical column and rebuilding the work 
using the method given above. 



At the end of a row 

Dropping stitches at the end of a row is just as 
easily done, but slightly more fiddly to pick up. 

Step l: with the right side of the work facing you, 
insert the crochet hook through the topmost 
knitted stitch from front to back 



Step 1 




Step 2: tensioning the large loop slightly, hook 
the bottom strand of the large loop and pull it 
through the stitch 




Step 3: keeping the hook in the stitch you have 
just made, hook the top strand of the large loop 
and pull it through the stitch 




Repeat Steps 2-3 until all dropped stitches have 
been picked up 
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If you have to put down your knitting in the 
middle of the row, you need to be able to 
recognise which side you were working for 
when you pick it up again. Remember, the 
yarn will be coming off the stitches on your 
right hand needle, so hold the other needle 
in your left hand and you'll be ready to knit. 




SAFETY FIRST 

When kni tting an intricate pattern such 
as lace, it's helpful to use a lifeline. To 
do this, insert a thin length of smooth, 
cotton yarn through all the stitches 
on your needle then carry on knitting, 
repositioning the lifeline after a correct 
pattern repeat. If you make a mistake, 
simply remove your needle and unravel 
your work. The lifeline will keep your 
stitches from unravelling too far. 
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TUTORIAL I CORRECTING MISTAKES 



INCREASING 

STITCHES 



If your first piece of knitting has 
Wiggly edges and finishes a lot wider 
than when you started, fear not - it 
has happened to all of us. There are 
two main reasons for this. You might 
have accidentally wrapped the yarn 
around the needle before knitting 
the stitch. 




When working rib and moss 
stitches for the first time, it is very 
easy to make extra stitches between 
your knit and purl stitches. When 
switching between stitches, make 
sure you take the yarn between your 
two needles and not over the top of 
a needle. 




Correct 




If you're not careful, it can be quite 
easy to insert your needle through 
the strand of yarn. This can make it 
look like there are two stitches rather 
than one, so work slowly 
and carefully. 




This is the term for unravelling several rows of work 
and is so called because you, "rip it, rip it!" 

Step i: lay your work flat and carefully remove 
your knitting needle 



Step 1 




Step 2: gently tug the yarn to unravel the stitches 
and unravel work back to the correct point 




Step 3 : carefully place the stitches back on the 
needle one at a time 




Twisted stitches 



These can make your knitting look uneven so make 
sure you are aware which way your stitch should sit. 





If you've made a mistake on the row you are 
working on and don't want to rip out the entire row, 
it is possible to undo each stitch in a method known 
as tinking. It is called this because you are knitting 
backwards - tink is the word knit spelt in reverse! 



Step 1: insert the left-hand needle into the stitch 
below the last stitch on the right-hand needle 




Step 2 : slide the original stitch off the right 
hand needle 




Step 3 : gently tug the yarn to unravel the stitch

TENSION HEADACHE 

It s really important to knit tension 
square before you begin a project Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. Tension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stHch 
4mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22, plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus 
five more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a 10cm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

1- Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

2. Insert the needle under the loop of 
each stitch, and draw it through. Work it 



up and down the loops of the stitches 
for 8cm. An alternative method is to 
weave through the back of the stitch, 
splitting the strand of yarn as you sew. 
3- Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 
NOTE: In colourwork weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section. 




SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

■ Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of 

the yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin, 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




■ Don’t forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

■ Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don’t want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 




ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your f'ntshed items 
to create the correct dimensions 
from the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined 
fit well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: d ampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements, 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace projects, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - do 
not iron directly on to your knitting. 
Continue to iron until the cloth is dry. 
Another option is to gently hover 
over your work with the iron and 
apply steam until the knitting relaxes, 
this is good for delicate projects and 
textured stitches. 

Pin to the desired measurements 
and allow to set.

I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball en d of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 



2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 
wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 
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Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows; 

SET UP; Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown In steps 1 and 2, repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch Insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 



1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling 
it taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing 
under the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 







2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 

original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left 
hand needle into the new stitch from underneath 
to transfer it from the right hand to the left hand 
needle. There should now be two stitches on 
the left hand needle. 





3 Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 




I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together* then bring the needle through the two pieces 
Icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join Is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 





I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 



2 Take the needle over to the first side 

and insert where It previously exited, bringing 
ft out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
th is process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 
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BEGINNING A SEAM 




I With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front The 
yarn will form a figure 8. Tug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




I With the two pieces to be Joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

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What exciting yarns and patterns do you have at Twisted Stitches? 

I think all Twisted Stitches yarns are exciting! They all have something special about 
them. I !ove the Garthenor Organic range, how each shade comes from a different 
breed of sheep, so has a different feel and handle and to that end is used for 
different projects. This one really connects you to the sheep happily grazing away 
on a hillsideThe handspun yarns are a real labour of love - every inch has been 
drawn throuqh my very own finqertips. It is so therapeutic, beinq at one with 
something so close to nature and the gentle rock is very meditative. Unfortunately a 
lot of these end up in my persona! stash, I really should learn not to keep them as 
pets! 

How does Twisted Stitches differ from other online retailers? 

WithT wi sted Stitches , we never wanted to compete with the large online sites, 
selling the branded favourites we stock in Topwools (our bricks and mortar shop in 
Barnsley). There is only myself running the website and keeping it up to date with 
every yarn in our shop was an impossible task. I am very passionate about 
supporting the British wool industry, so we decided on sourcing British yarns from 
small farms and mills. Then of course I view the hand dyed yarns as miniature works 
of art.There has been much time pondering and experimenting with colour blending 
and dye placement. A little wooly Jackson Pollock! 

Could you tell US a little more about your own hand dyed range? 

Twisted Stitches hand dyed range evolved from my kitchen sink experiments. 

When we started TS, we stocked only natural undyed yarns, I 
A hand dyed a few skeins for a persona! project and ideas and 
inspiration came flooding in. and my lovely customers 
snapped them up. I live in a stunning part of the world, 
within walking distance to the Yorkshire Sculpture Park 
and ten minutes drive to the Y orkshire moors, so the 
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colour and scenery plays a massive part in my work. Each yarn has a colour story, so 
most have quite evocative, narrative local names which hopefully ring true to many a 
Yorkshire knitter. 

How Is the site helping raise money for the Aspire Charity? 

I came across Aspire (a spinal injuries charity) as they organise English Channel 
relay teams each year as part of their fundraising. I love open water swimming so 
was keen to take part and fundraise for such an important charity, as my mother-in- 
law was left in a wheelchair after a massive stroke five years ago. Open water 
swimming in this country often means being cold, so I put my love of knitting to 
good use and started knitting hats to sell to my fellow swimmers as part of my 
fundraising. The swimming community is generous and close knit (pardon the pun). 
The hats have been going to homes across the globe, some even to National 
standard swimmers. Plus knitting seems to work the very muscles needed for 
swimming, so through the hundreds of hats knitted, I ve developed some quite 
impressive shoulders too! Even though the swim has now been swum (l6 hours 40 
minutes in case you re wondering) we still have a page on the T wisted Stitches 
website where you can choose your hat. I am still happily knitting and selling the 
hats for Aspire and cold headed people the world over. 

Looking forwardp v/hat is on the horizon for T wisted Stitches? 

Sorting out the garage so 1 can set up a dye studio in there, pretty soon - or divorce! 
I would love to have the space and time to do more dyeing and spinning, to create 
enough stock to start attending some of the I arge wool fairs. I would love to work 
with local farmers and mills to develop my own range of base stock to dye, havinq a 
very tight supply chain, that would be a drea^

We’re feeling festive with crochet designer and author 
of a new Christmas-themed book, Mitsuki Hoshi 



We love cute amigurumi characters and few are more adorable than those made by Japanese 
designer Mitsuki Hoshi. One of her latest books is a fabulous crocheted representation of 
Clement Clarke Moores classic poem, A Visit From St Nicholas, more commonly known as 
Twas the Night Before Christmas. It includes patterns for all the main players, plus some 
charming extras, that are sure to have you bursting with seasonal cheer. We chat to Mitsuki 
about how she got started as a crochet designer and what inspires her projects. 
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then and Mickey Mouse 
has been my hero since my 
childhood, so I bought the 
kit. I didn’t know how to read 
the crochet chart either, so I 
went to the local library and 
borrowed a reference book 
to understand the very basic 
crochet techniques. 



To become 
a professional artist, you need 
to create something unique, 
so that readers can identify 
your work from others. I think 
the uniqueness in my work is in 
its cuteness and the modif'ed 
shapes and expressions. The 
degree of this modification 
could not be achieved 
through the existing patterns, 
so I started to design my own. 




necessary skills and experiences 
are completely self-taught. If you 
have just one subject you are 
Into, then try crocheting it. The 
subject itself can work as a good 
motivation, and crocheting tools 
are not expensive. I love to make 
dogs as I had pet dogs when 
I was a child. I suggest you look 
around and find your favorite 
subject that you want to portray. 
The rest should be easy. 

Sometimes the colours of 
yarns can in storage so 

] found a solutiosi to protect 

them, I put the balls of yarn 
into zip-lock plastic bags, 
sorting them by colour, then 
stash them in several boxes. 

Th is way the colours are always 
bright, and yarns are easy to 
pick up when I need them. 
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I always start my creation 
by observing actual objects, trying to 
capture the most adorable feature of the 
subject. I also search for photographs 
of stuffed toys and animals to learn the 
standard body structure. These give me 
hints or inspiration for my modifications.
